CHAPTER 1247

CAPITOL GROUNDS EXTENSION
H.F. 188

AN ACT authorizing the director of the department of general services with approval of the state

executive council to proceed with the acquisition of additional land for the extension of the state
capitol grounds.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa.
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SectioN 1. The director of the department of general services with the
approval of the executive council may purchase or may take an option to
purchase from a willing seller at a reasonable price any land which may be for
sale within the boundaries bounded by Des Moines Street on the south, Interstate
1-235 on the north, East Fourteenth Street on the east, and Pennsylvania Avenue
on the west.

1. The director of the department of general services may employ special
counsel or other persons necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act.

2. There is appropriated to the department of general services from the general
fund of the state the sum of one hundred thousand (100,000) dollars, or so much
thereof as may be necessary, to carry out the provisions of this Act.

Sec. 2. This Act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall take effect
and be in force from and after its publication in the Marshalltown Times-
Republican, a newspaper published in Marshalltown, lowa, and in the Eldora
Herald-Ledger, a newspaper published in Eldora, Iowa.
